When God created Adam he was 
lifeless until He breathed in him the 
breath of life, then he became a liv- 
ing soul. In other words, there was 
no life or vitality until God took 
charge. It is good for us, as the peo. 
ple of God, to realize that we are 
nothing without Him and that it 
takes His life and strength in us to 
do the work He has called us to do. 

There was a time in the. life of 
Moses when he tried to deliver his 
people in his own strength, but he 
made a complete failure, but after 
he had that meeting with God at Mt. 
Horab he felt his inability, which 
gave the Lord a chance to use him. 
(His strength is made perfect in weak- 
ness). After the Lord had told him 
that he was the chosen instrument 
through which He meant to bring de- 
liverance to Israel this self-distrust- 
ful man began to plead his slowness 
of speech and inability to perform 
the task. God however promised that 
He would be with him and would give 
him the words he should deliver to 
the ruler of Egypt. 

Moses was the instrument, but God 
was the one in charge and all He re- 
quired of Moses was perfect obedi- 
ence to His command. 

The rod Moses had in his hand was 
nothing, and he himself was nothing, 
but God used both in accomplishing 
His purpose and we are sure that this 
divine method has not been discon- 
tinued and whenever God can get 
us, as His people, completely surren- 
dered, He will again do things that 
will be a marvel in the eyes of a 
gainsaying people. 

We wish to impress upon the minds 
of the readers that it takes the power 
of God in these last evil days to go 
against the flood tide of iniquity, 
which is manifested in so many dif- 
ferent ways. We see manifested in 
these days a spirit of high minded- 
ness in people, they are lovers. of 
pleasures more than lovers of God 
and have only the form of godliness, 
but they deny the power of the Holy 
Ghost.

This divinely 
appointed leader of God’s gave strict 
orders to the priests to take the ark 
of the covenant (wherein God dwelt) 
and the trumpets of rams’ horns and

The thought 
that should impress us is that Joshua 
did not undertake the capturing of 
that city without God being among 
them.

Below are some paragraphs taken 
from the minutes that I am sure will 
be of interest to the ministers and 
members of the church since all have 
not taken time to enlighten them- 
selves on these things. 





QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 


Q. What about ministers and mem- 
bers carrying life insurance? 

A. The church has never taken a 
decided stand or made it a test of 
fellowship against members carry- 
ing life insurance, only advised to 
discourage it. The fraternal insur- 
ance is objected to by the church 
on account of this being offered by 
secret and oath bound societies. 
The church has never made a rul- 
ing against the contracts offered by 
companies organized for the _ pur- 
pose of carrying on the life insur- 
ance business, therefore, the mat- 
ter is left to the individual con- 
science of a member. 

(Adopted 1924 Minutes, page 46) 

Q. Is it proper to pay tithes to the 
minister? 


A. This is not’ satisfactory. They 
should be paid into the local 
church, 


Q. Are all ministers to pay tithes? 

A. “Since we do not license or or- 
dain applicants for the ministry 
unless they pay tithes, we recom- 
mend that they be required to pay 
tithes in order to retain their 
license.”—Adopted. 

Q. Is an official (minister) in the 
Church of God in full fellowship 
with the Church, and entitled to 
transfer if he does not pay tithes? 

A. All agree to pay tithes before re- 
ceiving license, therefore he must 
be admonished. If then, he fails to 
pay tithes he is not in good stand- 
ing, 1919 Minutes, page 42. 

Q. Is it the ruling of the Assembly 
that the ministers send their tithes 
to the general treasury at head- 
quarters? 

A. This seems to be misunderstood 
by some. We will state that when 
the general treasury was abolished, 
the tithing system automatically re- 
verted back to the old system which 
is, that all ministers shall pay 
tithes on their offerings received in 
ministerial service, this shall be 

SENT TO HEADQUARTERS with his 
report. This is a ruling made in 
the Thirteenth Assembly in the 
year 1917, regulated in Elder's 
Council, and announced in the 
Evangel of June 5, 1920. 


SENT TO HEADQUARTERS, 
FOR WHAT PURPOSE? 
The former general overseer said, 
“It is an evident fact that there must 
be provisions made for a_ fund at 


headquarters. No government has 
ever been able to prosper without 


money.” 

“JT am sure, that to take out the 
tithe of tithes and send to headquar- 
ters will not be out of order. 1 am 
giving my honest convictions after 
listening to the board of elders dis- 
cussing the subject and a close and 
careful study of the Scriptures.” 

“A few nights ago I wrote out this 
little note: (There the speaker read 
from a little note book in his hand). 
The tithe of tithes shall be sent to 
headquarters. The remaining nine 
tenths shall be used to SUPPLY THE 
NEEDS AT .HOME, including the 
overseers.” 

“T recommend that this principle 
be accepted by the Assembly and the 
working out of details be placed in 
the hands of the General Overseer 
and his helpers.” 

The General Overseer mentioned 
some of the details before making his 
recommendation. 

“Discussion of the tithing system 
resumed, After some little time the 
plan outlined by the General Over- 
seer as explained above was accept- 
ed and adopted. See Book of Minutes, 
page 293.” 

Our beloved brethren well remem- 
ber that the last Assembly authorized 
the treasurer of each local church to 
tithe the tithes paid in to him and 
forward the amount to headquarters. 
The remaining to be used to supply 
the needs at home, including the over- 


seers. The details of distribution was 
authorized by the Assembly to be 
worked out by the General Overseer 
and his counsellors and put in prac- 
tice. Taken from Evangel. 

“In consideration vz tae above th2 
Council gave special attention to this 
matter in session recently, and after 
due consideration and careful and 
prayerful searching of the Bible the 
following system was adopted, viz. 
Let the tithes be tithed and sent to 
headquarters. Let the remaining nine 
tenths be used for the support of the 
Overseers of states, district overseers, 
pastors, and other ministers whose 
service may be engaged; distributed 
to each as their position in the church 
and services rendered may demand.” 

NOTE:—All ministers to receive 
renumeration from the nine tenths of 
the tithes, not of the tithe of tithes. 

NOTE:—The fund is in the hand 
of the General Overseer, and _ the 
Council as advisors. They are to use 
it judiciously, always keeping a sur- 
plus if possible to be drawn on in the 
case of emergency. This is also auth- 
orized by the Council. Page 33 of 
Council Minutes. 

The above explanations are only a 
few that are on record, (as Paul said 
to Timothy) that we may know how 
to behave ourselves in the house of 
God which is the Chureh of the 
living God.

God’s Children Are 
A Special And Pe- 


culiar People 


If We want the Lord to 
Call us Special we will 
have to Obey 


Deut. 7:6, “For thou art an holy 
people unto the Lord thy God: the 
Lord hath chosen thee to be a spe- 
cial people unto himself, above all 
people that are upon the face of the 
earth.” 

Let us note some of the things adont 
the Israelites that made them peculiar 
to the other nations. First they were a 
called-out people, a chosen peopie, an 
holy people. “The Lord said unto 
Abram get thee out of thy country, 
and from thy kindred, and from thy 
father’s house, unto a land that I will 
show thee. And I will make of thee a 
great nation.” Gen. 12:1. Abraham, 
as he was later called, began to move 
ou” at the call of God. He could have 
made all kinds of excuses if he had de- 
sired to remain in his native country, 
but he obeyed God and departed as 
the Lord had spoken unto him, and 
hecame a SPECIAL man of God. If 
we want the Lord to cai} us his 
“SPECIAL” we will have to vvey Him 
as did faithful Abraham. I have, a few 
tines in my life, rode on_ special 
trains, or what is sometimes called 
an excursion. I noticed that these spe- 
cial trains had special rights over 
other trains, One was that it did not 
have to side track for any other train; 
it had the right-of-way. Brother, if we 
side track in our experience, God will 
not call us His special. Special trains 
are generally called “fast trains,” be- 
cause they make good time. They 
pass freight trains and local pussen- 
gerstrains, because they have special 
erders and obey them. One special on 
which I was riding several years ago 
was made up of about a dozen pullman 
cars. We had our beds and provisions 
éboard with us. When we ate our 
ineals we ran on; while we slept we 
moved on. Why in such a hurry? Be- 
cause we were on a “special” train. 
This makes me think of the brave 300 
that the Lord picked out for Gideon 
to route the Midianites. I can see in 
my mind, these men among the thonu- 
sands of other men, as they came to 
the stream, how they lapped water 





with their hands, probably, as they 
moved on, with their eyes looking 
ahead. 


Another thought concerning special 
trains is, that the fare is very low 
compared to that on other trains. I 
remember that Abraham paid a tenth 
or the tithe as his fare to ride God’s 
special, and of course the fare has 
not been changed up to this day, be- 
cause we hear the Master saying, “Ye 
ought to pay tithes.” This fare is a 
great deal cheaper for God’s special 
people than that which the world is. 
paying to ride on the devil’s train. 
Those who ride the devil’s train meet 
with disappointments, delays, wrecks, 
sleepless nights, heartaches, waste of 
money, and hunger. If they could only 
realize what the destination of this 
train will be, surely they would get 
off while they are side-tracked and get 
aboard God’s Special, through. train, 
which is bound for Heaven. 

The Israelites, as God’s special peo- 
ple, were forbidden to make marriage 
with the heathen nations that they 
were to drive out and utterly destroy, 
lest they be drawn away from God to 
worship other gods. We hear St. Paul 
saying to the Corinthian church, or 
the Church of God, 2 Cor. 6:14, Be ye 
not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers, for what fellowship hath 
righteousness with unrighteousness? 
and what communion hath light with 
darkness?—Therefore come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, saith 
the Lord, and touch not the unclean 
thing, and I will receive you, and 
will be a Father unto you and ye 
shall be my sons and daughters. God’s 
sons and daughters have always been 
a separate people which makes them 
His special people.
